JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present P. and O. mail extend to the 16th 
Dec., but by the Pacific Mail Company’s steamers China and 
Colorado, which arrived at San Francisco on the 15th and 18th 
ult., we have seven days’ later news, viz., to the 23rd Dec., of 
which the following summary has been telegraphed to New 
York :— 


Considerable speculation has arisen among foreigners over 
rumours of serious disagreement between the Ministers of various 
nations and the Japanese Government. For once these reports are 
not wholly without foundation. The exact circumstances are as 
follows :—Soon after the return of the native Embassy the ques- 
tion of treaty revision being brought up, an effort was made to 
secure a promise that the = 82 Empire should be thrown open 
to foreigners. This was met by a proposal that the forei o- 
vernments should surrender the privilege of exterritorial juris- 
diction. It was declared that this would not be conceded under 
any circumstances, whereupon the Japanese Government not 
only declined to entertain the project of opening the country, 
but began gradually to withdraw certain liberties which they 
voluntarily permitted some time ago. It is supposed that this 
was done to show that the unyielding temper of the foreign re- 
presentatives could easily be combated Ly a strict adherence on 
the part of the Japanese to the letter of the territorial regula- 
tions. Although their right to restrain foreigners within the 
prescribed limits cannot be disputed, their action is loudly com- 

lained of, and as a sort of retaliatory measure, the claims for the 
ce of the Simonosaki indemnity have been presented by 
some of the Ministers and pressed with unusual earnestness. 
They will be met promptly by offers of immediate payment, a 
result which was neither expected nor altogether desired. Thus 
the advantage will be for a while on the side of the Japanese. 
Exterritorial jurisdiction is now the only important subject for 
debate. The foreign Ministers are all instructed to enforce its 
continuance, notwithstanding the fact that the British Govern- 
ment, after consideration, has unqualifiedly condemned the prin- 
ciples of exterritorial jurisdiction in the case of China. 

It is urged that the whole country should be thrown open to 
foreigners at an early period, a proposition which the Japanese 
steadily refuse to entertain, except on the condition that ex

territorial jurisdiction be abandoned. The Ministers of three 
nations concerned in the Simonosaki indemnity, of which 
$2,000,000 remain unpaid, will press their claims if their de- 
sires are not acceded to. These are the envoys of Holland, 
France and England. The United States Minister, Mr. Bing- 
ham, holds aloof from the conferences, and has even informally 
notified the Japanese Government that he desires no part of the 
amounit due to be offered to him. His action is understood to 
imply that while the United States will not accept their share of 
the indemnity, they are not disposed to appear as offering re- 
buke to the movementa of the other parties concerned. Mr, 
Bingham simply wishea to take no part in the proceedings, and 
to have none forced on him. The other representatives are met 
ig their demand, first, by the statement that the surrender of 
the $2,000,000 of the indemnity would be no fair equivalent for 
the opening of the country, if, indeed, such a privilege could be 
purchased by money at ; and, secondly, that the representa- 
tives of three powers alone have not the right to negotiate for 
the opening of the Empire to all; or, in other words, that a 
money compensation offered by France, Holland, England, and 
the United States, even if it would entitle them to admission, 
could not affect Germany, Italy, Russia, and the numerous other 
nations with which Japan has treaties at the same time. 

The Government of Japan thus urge the impossibility of 
making any discrimination in the matter, and, therefore, express 
Hietnaclves ready to pay the demand. It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that the British Minister has no wish to receive the 
money, but is using his claim as an instrument towards effecting 
his desi, The Dutch and French representatives, on the other 
hand, desire the payment of the money. Meanwhile, the 
amount being ready for delivery, the Japanese have taken occa- 
sion to express their opinion on the whole question of ex-terri- 
torial right in a manner unusually forcible for them, and the 
have issued a circular despatch to the Ministers, rehearsing 
their own objections to the system, with illustrations of its 
dangers, and showing that European Governments have declared 
against it in strong terms in the cases of other Asiatic nations. The 
document is the most energetic yet issued, and though not de- 
claring in positive terms, that the ex-territorial rights as they 
now exist shall not be applied to the country generally, it is 
understood to express the final decision of the Vitis Govern- 
ment to that effect. The result of its reception by the foreign 
Ministers had not yet transpired, but there is little doubt that 
it will arouse the formidable opposition of the whole body. The 
native newspapers published in Yedo and the vicinity contain 
numerous articles intended to throw discredit on foreign associa- 
tion, and especially with respect to the revision of treaties and 
questions arising therefrom. 

A petition is in circulation for signatures by Americans, ask- 
ing of the United States Government that the surplus of the 
Simonosaki Indemnity Fund be returned to Japan, upon condi- 
tion that it shall be devoted to educational purposes. 

The Japanese Foreign-office has received an interesting de- 
tch from China in relation to Senor Garcia, the Peruvian 
voy. The Chinese say he will be received with the courtesies 

and attention due to a Minister, but they will make no treaty 
with Peru until that nation shall have released and sent back 
every coolie now held there, and also pledged itself to discon- 
tinue coolie importations in the future. Considerable discontent 
is expressed in Japanese official circles over the fact that Garcia 
was allowed a favourable treaty by Soyeshima, the late head of 
the Foreign-office. 

Hanabusa Yashmato, one of the Under Secretaries of the 
Foreign-office, and recently Envoy to Korea, is commissioned to 
represent Japan at St. Petersburg, and will soon start for his 

st. He is especially entrusted with the Saghalien question. 
The arbitration of the Maria Luz case will not come up for dis- 
cussion until a year hence, when other agents will be despatched 
in the interest of Japan. Hanabusa’s rank is that of First 
Secretary of Legation. 

Mori, formerly Japanese Minister to Washington, now holds 
the position of Under-Secretary of Foreign Affairs at Yedo. 
Kozo, for several years a resident of America and Europe, and 
formerly a student at New Brunswick, N.J., has been appointed 
Chief Director of the College at Yedo. 

A fire has occurred in Yedo, sweeping away the wooden build- 
ings from almost as large an area as that devastated by the fire 
of April, 1872, and undoubtedly destroying a large amount of 
property, as the ground burned over was occupied by shops and 
residences of wealthy merchants. The exact amount of the loss 
has not been ascertained, but it is estimated at $200,060. A 
much greater amount of property was saved, comparatively, 
than at the previous conflagration, owing to the multiplicity of 
fire-proof storehouses for the deposit of valuables ; most of these 
with their contents remained unharmed. It is rumoured that 
many lives were lost, but of this there is no confirmation. 
The usual energy has been shown by the citizens in repairing 
the ravages of the fire, and several streets have already been 
nearly rebuilt. 

The Mikado and the Empress continue their visits of in- 

tion to the public institutions. On the 17th of December 
they sailed in state to the dock-yard and arsenal of Yokosuka 
south of Yokohama, and after examining the works by day and 
night returned next day to the capital. 
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A ball was given on the 12th December in honour of Mr. R. G. 
Watson, at the Yokohama United Club, and was very fully at- 
tended by the foreign residents. ‘The Mikado on being informed 
of the intended departure of Mr. Watson expressed his desire to 
bid him farewell, and in the audience granted for the purpose 
adverted in complimentary terms to the satisfaction he de- 
rived from the manner in which Mr. Watson had discharged his 
duties at the Court. 


NAGASAKI. 

Heavy gales have been d goanmee: in the vicinity of this port. 
The British three-masted schooner lubicon, Captain Watt, 
bound from Vladiwostock to Chefoo, with a cargo of seaweed, 
experienced heavy westerly gales, was driven out of her course, 
and put into this port short of water, and with the loss of her 
foretop-gallantmast and main-gaff-top, and her wheel broken ; 
she subsequently proceeded on her voyage. The British brig Lap- 
wing, Capt. Gilchrist, owned by Messrs. J. I’. Mitchell and Co., 
of this port, has also put into this harbour with damage. When 
she was ready to go to sea the crew, consisting of Japanese 
sailors, ref: to work ; the Consular constable was sent for, 
and on his going forward, accompanied by the captain, one of 
the men stabbed them both severely. Both of the injured per- 
‘sons were sent to the hospital, and are at present progressing as 
favourably as can be expected. 

All efforts to get the wreck of the steamer .Vicolai afloat are 
for the present suspended. With the aid of two six-inch steam 
pumps, which take up water at the rate of about twenty tuns per 
minute, the preparations to float her were nearly completed, when 
the gale put a stop to the work, and damaged the bottom of the 
vessel, lying as she does partly upon the rocks, to such an extent 
that it has now been decided to take out the boilers and the ma- 
chinery, and thus lighten her. After that, when a favourable 
opportunity occurs, it is hoped that she may be taken off. 

e hear that the Japanese despatch vessel Ausyga-kan, which 
left here on the 3rd Dec. fora lengthened voyage, for the pur- 
pose of visiting the various ports of China, is also to be engaged 
in surveying duties. 

The stone godown on lot No. 17, Desima, together with the 

und on which it stands, have been offered for sale, and 
nocked down to Mr. L. Van de Pol for $580. We understand 
that the property was afterwards sold privately for $550. 

We understand that the building in Nishi-Hamano-machi, 
now known as the Satsuma Yaski, is to be fitted up and used as 
the Japanese Post-office. To this place the business of this de- 

rtment will be removed when the new postal treaties come 
into force.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

It is stated on authority that the Peruvian Envoy, Senor 
Garcia’y Garcia, is having a very hard time of it with that as- 
tute diplomat and practised General Li Hung-chang, who has 
been delegated to treat with him on the business of the mission 
on which he has come. As is well-known, that business is to 
arrange a treaty between Peru and China. But the fact that 
Japan took the responsibility of acting towards Peru in the Maria 
Luz case in a way which that Power professed to regard as an 
infraction of international law worthy of being avenged by the 
mission of an ironclad—which ironclad and all other means of ob- 
taining redress it nevertheless left in abeyance, and was content to 
accept from Japan such a treaty as that Power chose to grant—all 
this has evidently given the Chinese authorities their cue as to the 
treatment appropriate in the circumstances. It is also whispered 
that the forcible description given of the actual condition in Peru 
of the Chinese “emigrants” from Macao, by some members of 
the foreign legations at Peking who have personal knowled 
of the subject has stimulated the Chinese Government to take 
very high ground in dealing with the Peruvians. What is 
known is that Li Hung-chang has throughout clung to the rile 
of dictating terms to Senor Garcia y Garcia. And the terms he 
propor: must be rather difficult of digestion to the Envoy and 

is Government. Li Hung-chang insists that any treaty made 
by China with Peru must contain three stipulations, which may 
be stated as follows :—1. That all Chinese now in Peru shall be 
relieved from all and any contracts under which they are at pre- 
sent working, and those of them who wish to return to China 
shall be conveyed thither at the expense of the Peruvian Govern- 
ment. 2. That emigrants from China to Peru shall for the future 
go unfettered by any contract, shall be treated by the Courts as 
on the same footing with citizens of America or British and Ger- 
man subjects, and shall be allowed to testify in Courts. 3. That 
for the future no emigrants can be shipped from Macao for Peru. 
It remains to be seen whether Senor Garcia y Garcia will accede 
to such conditions, or i Hung-chang abate in his demands. 

The Emperor has granted the Governor of Shangtung, Ting 
Paou-chen, one year’s leave of absence, that he may return home 
to repair his ancestral tombs; and his post of Governor of 
Shangtung will be kept open for him till the end of that period. 
His Majesty has in consequence appointed Wan-pin, Superin- 
tendent of the Grain Department in Kiangsu, to act as Governor _ 
of Shantung in the interval,

SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 


Dec. ; the French mail from London Oct. 24 arrived out on 


the 11th Dec. The following items of news are from the Vorth 
China Herald :— 


We met very much to have to record the death, on the 13th 
Dec., of Lady Hornby. The offices of H.B.M.’s Consulate and 
Supreme Court were, in consequence, closed during the day. 

The Chinese authorities of Chang-chow-foo have issued pro- 
clamations to the effect that the Grand Canal will be cl to 
traffic on and after the 29th Dec., for the purpose of deepening 
it. The two inlets from the Yangtsze, one near Chinkeang, the 
other below it, will be dammed up, and another will be made 
about twenty li from Woosieh. Sportsmen will thus be unable 
to gain access to the good grounds extending from Tantoo to 
Chang-chow-foo via Woosieh, except by the Tahoo and Kiutang. 
The pepening it is said, will take one year to be thoroughly 
executed. ready hundreds of “ Kong-poo” labourers, men 

and women, with py Paste of all kinds for the intended work, 
are to be seen wending their way from Chinkeang to a place 
distant about twenty-five li from Woosieh, where: they are to be 
encamped. These people are engaged at Tsung-ming, &c., they 
say, for eighty and 100 cash a day and food. 

e have the annual report of the Presbyterian Mission Press, 
for the year ended Septem)er, 1873. This establishment does a 
considerable job printing business, besides printing a number of 
missionary tracts, translations, &. The balance-sheet shows 
that $4,064 were earned from the former source during the year 
under review ; Dr. Williams’s Dictionary, a German-Chinese 
Dictionary, &c., having been among the works printed. The 
quantity of Chinese type which the establishment keeps for its 
religious work gives it peculiar facilities for also printing books 
of this mundane character. The Press founds its own Chinese 
type, and turns out some very neat specimens. A list is given 
at the end of the report of various celtaiona works which have 
been printed during the year that will interest some readers. 
Judging from the figures given both in this and in the job 
printing department, the superintendent has evident reason to 

‘go forward,” as he says, “ courageously and hopefully.” 

The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company’s steamer Moyune 
has been destroyed by fire. ‘The dfoyune had been lying up for 
some time, in charge of a mate, two quarter-masters, and several 

. trustworthy Chinese. The only fire on board was that to keep 
going the donkey-engine, with a special care for the emergency 
which has unfortunately occurred. There was not even a fire in 
the cook’s galley, as the mate and all hands were messing on 
board one of the other steamers. A smell of smoke was first de- 
tected by the mate, and he at once ordered the hose to be got 
out; the fire was discovered to be forward, near the donkey- 
engine room, and the hose was brought to play, and seemed for 

-a few minutes to keep it under. But it was only for a few 
minutes ; in a short while the flames gathered way, and burst 
out beyond all control, causing even the men on board to 
beat a speedy retreat for their own safety. The whole ship 
was soon in a blaze from stem to stern, and hopelessly lost. 
It was fortunately ebl tide, so that there was no fear of her 
drifting up among the shipping, even if the fire had burnt through 
the cable, but this did not occur. It was found possible to haul 
her inshore into about two fathoms of water, in which she even- 
tually sunk, after burning to the water's edge. The machinery 
is still standing upright, and a good deal that will he valuable, 
despite damage by the fire, will be recoverable. The loss is, of 
course, a serious one, the company being their own insurers 
against all risks. Asa spectacle, the fire was magnificent. The 
whole harbour was lighted up for half a mile in either direction ; 
the varied colours of the numerous sampans that gathered near 
the burning steamer contrasting picturesquely with the dull glow 
on the water and the dark hulls of the fheahhonring ships. 

A notifieation has been issued by M. Godeaux, calling a 
meeting of electors on the French Concession to discuss the 
question of wharf extension. In the meantime, the construction 
of the wharf, against which a majority of the electors virtually 
protested in their memorial, is going on rapidly, and the all- 
round tenderness of official etiquette secms to restrain everyone 
who has power to hinder it. 

The third of the series of “ Winter Evening Entertainments” 
in aid of the funds of the Temperance Hall has been given, It 
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successfully. 

The following items are from the Shanghai Courier :— 

We give utterance to what we are sure will be a universal 
feeling, not only in Shanghai, but in all the foreign settlements 
of China and Japan visited by her, when we express our deep — 
regret in placing in our obituary record in the present issue the 
name of Lady Hornby, the wife of Sir Edward Hornby, Chief _ 
Judge of H.B.M.’s Supreme Court for China and Japan. How 
universal was the sympathy felt was well illustrated by every 
Consulate and other building in the settlement showing a flag, 
and every ship of every nationality in harbour having their 
flags at half-mast. The funeral took place in the New Cemetery 
on the 15th December, and was strictly private, by the earnest 
desire of Sir Edmund Hornby. 

We hear that the frigate (No. 6 of the war-vessels built at the 
Chinese Government’s building yard at Kaou-Chang-Meaou) 
which for the ~ eighteen months has formed a conspicuous 
object is in such a forward state of preparation that her launch 
has been fixed for the Chinese Christmas Day, which this year 
anticipates the Christian Christmas by three days—namely, the 
22nd Dee. The great aim of the native officials in charge of 
the Arsenal being, apparently, to built their vessels of war ag 
closely as possible after the model of the British navy in every- 
thing (except the expense), and it having come to their knowledge 
that the larger British war vessels when of wood are launched 
in their naked state and copperel afterwards in dock, they have 
resolved that in this respect the frigate No. 6 shall differ from 
No. 5, of which it is in almost every other respect an exact. re- 
production. No. 5 was launched fully coppered ; No. 6 will be 
launched in her wooden skin and afterwards put in the Arsenal 
dock to be there sheathed in copper. 

It is well known that most of those frequent interruptions of 
telegraphic communication that cause so much disappointment 
and annoyance to this community (and to none, of course, more 
so than to the Telegraph Companies and their agents) have been 
chiefly caused by the reckless or wilful injury of the cable near 
the shore, by the fishermen and junkmen from Woosung out- 
wards. We understand that the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company have adopted the excellent expedient of sending a 
steamer down to visit all the fishing towns and villages on the 
islands and mainland to beyond the mouth of the Yangtsze, to 
explain to the natives the nature and importance of telegraphic 
communication, and to engage the heads of the guilds by such 
considerations as shall seem most likely to be efficacious, to assist 
the Company in protecting the cable from injury. And it is 
said that, at the instance of the Senior Consul, a Chinese of 
great local influence has accompanied Mr. Dreyer, to give all the 
assistance in his power to enforce Mr. Dreyer’s wishes on the 
natives. We wish the expedition all success. 

The complaint on all hands is that business is ina state of 
utter stagnation, and the effect of this and of the terrible tight- 
ness of the native money market begins to show itself in the 
reported failure of a number of large native hongs hitherto 
regarded as of the first standing. As to foreign finance, the 
dollar is, we are told, worth today in Shanghai only 4s. 14d. 
sterling, while in England it is quoted at +s. 9d.—a difference of 
about 16 per cent. Changed times since 1462, when the dollar 
equalled the tael in value, and was worth 7s. A party remitting 
£400 to England the other day had to pay for his bill the 
equivalent of £28 more than he paid for the same amount when 
the tael was at 63! It is in these circumstances that the 
business days of 1873 draw to a close. No wonder all who are 
able hasten to make their escape up country, 

One of the passengers by the M.M.S. /’rovzace, which left by 
the outgoing French mail last week, was Mr. MacPherson, one 
of the foreign commissioners scent by the Chinese Government 
to inquire into the condition of Chinese emigrants in Cuba. 

The missionary question at Hangehow has been most satis- 
factorily settled. The missionaries have received full compensa- 
tion for the lots they give up, and a suitable site has been allotted 
to them elsewhere. 

A German masonic lodge, the “Germania,” has been opened 
here. 


FOOCHOW. 

We take the following from the Foochow Herald :-— 

A meeting has been held at the offices of Messrs, Gilman and 
Co., with a view to considering certain propositions from Messrs. 
Kyle and Co., relative to the formation of an ice manufacturing 
company at this port. Mr. John Odell was requested to take 
the chair, and upon doing so briefly stated the object of the 
meeting. Messrs. Kyle and Co. had decided to discontinue the 
manufacture of ice, but if the community were desirous of retain- 
ing the machinery and plant, valued at $10,000, and at present in 
perfect order, Messrs, Kyle and Co. would be willing to tranafer 
the same to a public company, in which they (Messrs. Kyle and 
Co.) would themselves become the principal shareholders. After 
a somewhat desultory conversation it was ultimately agreed by 
the meeting to refer Messrs. Kyle and Co.’s proposals to _a com- 
mittee of five gentlemen, viz., Messrs. Odell, Forbes, Laurie, 
Wright, and Nelson, and to await their report thereon prior to 
taking any further action in the matter. 
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The following is a translation of a Chinese proclamation by 
the Prefect of Foochow relative to an assault upon a member 
of the community by some of the villagers of Kaou-hu. The 
assault took place some time ago. Hitherto all efforts to dis- 
cover the actual offenders have been fruitless, but we under- 
stand that H.B.M.’s Consul has, with commendable zeal, in- 
sisted upon the capture and punishment of the guilty persons :— 

Since the opening of this port people of all nations have flocked 
hither for purposes of trade. Now Chinese and English ought un- 
doubtedly to be on good terms, and when they meet should treat one 
another in a polite and friendly manner. Unfortunately some short time 
back Mr. , a British subject, whilst strolling about the neighbour- 
hood, happened to pass through the village of Kaou-hu, and was 
pelted with stones and mud by the children of the place, who were 
encouraged by their elders ; such an insult as this is most disgraceful- 
Chen Chun-t’un and others, headmen of the village, have been ordered 
tu give up the true offenders, in order that they may be severely pun- 
ished, and the Min District Magistrate has been instructed to take 
measures for the prevention of a repetition of the offence. Further, 
this proclamation is now issued, warning the grown up men and heads 
of families in Kaou-hu to prevent their children and younger brothers 
insulting British subjects who may pass through the village. Should 
there be any complaint of a similar offence the offenders will be at once 
arrested and severely punished, and the senior members of the families 
to which the guilty parties belong will also be punished for not exert- 
ing their authority to restrain them. No indulgence will be shown. 

The approaching races on the 19th and 20th Dee. are becom- 
ing a theme of general conversation ; we anticipate some good 
racing, but we fear that the fields will not be large, owing to the 
great number of ponies at present out of condition. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 26th Dec. ; the 
P. and O. mail from London Oct. 3, arrived out on the 14th 
Dec., and the following French mail of Nov. 7 on the 21st 
Dec. The China Mail supplies the following items of intelli- 
gence :— 

An extraordinary meeting of the Union Insurance Society of 
Canton was held on the 15th Dec. at the Society’s Offices. There 
were present :—Messrs. Pyke (in the chair), Karberg, Belilios, 
Captain Cairns, Hon. James Whittall, Hon. P. Ryrie, Messrs. 
Lowcock, Agabeg, Andre, Tak Mee, Behre, S. D. Sassoon, Welsh, 
Benecke, Joost, Jensen, Meyer, Dhunjeebhoy, Cameron, James 
ois: and Ede. The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
said :— 

You have been specially advised by a printed circular of the object of 
this meeting. Doubtless you will remember at the general meeting 
held on Ist July last, with reference to the formation of the new society, 
the directors intimated they did not think it absolutely necessary to 
create a reserve fund. Personally I was opposed to such an important 
alteration in the constitution of the society, for a reserve fund must 
necessarily strengthen the position of any public company. In re- 
ference to the wishes expressed by many old supporters of the office, 
the provisional committee have thought it expedient to ask you to meet 
to-day to reconsider the question of forming a reserve fund. To do so 
legally, it will be necessary to make several changes in the articles of 
association as per memo. now on the table. I may mention 
the applications for shares in the new office largely excecded the 
number at the disposal of the Provisional Committee, and we have 
good reason to believe the shares reserved for England have been placed 
to advantage. With reference to the reduction in the rate of premia, 
the Provisional Committee cannot but express regret that a combined 
course of action was not adopted by the various local offices. Unques- 
tionably the premia for coast’risks was high and could bear a reduction, 
but experience has proved the rates to England and other distant 
places are already below a fair standard, and underwriters at home have 
found it necessary to raise the acale on risks from China, If you approve 


of the formation of a Reserve Fund, I solicit your support to the re- 
solution. 


The resolution embodying the necessary alterations in the 
articles of association of the society was then read, and was 
unanimously carried. The second extraordinary meeting for the 
purpose of electing directors was then held. The ballot resulted 
thus :—Mr. Eke, Hon. P. Ryrie, Hon. J. Whittal, Messrs. 
Joost, Lowcock, Sassoon, and Hon. R. Rowett. The above 
gentlemen were unanimously elected as directors for the new 
society, and the proceedings terminated. 

The Hon. Phineas Ryrie, Member of the Legislative Council ; 
Henry George Thomsett, R.N., Harbour Master ; and Malcolm 
Struan Tonnochy, Acting Registrar-General, are appointed a 
commission for instituting and presenting all needful and proper 
inquiries into the action of the Chinese Maritime Customs in the 
neighbourhood of Hong Kong, and the detriment of trade arising 
out of alleged abuses of such action. 


The Gazette notifies that tenders will be received at the Acting 
Colonial Secretary’s office for the erection of a lighthouse at 
Cape D’Aguilar, and that tenders will also be received for effect- 
ing certain alterations and additions to Mountain Lodge, Vic- 
toria Peak. The Gazette publishes a notification, appending a 
note from the Captain-General of the Philippine Islands, to the 
effect that the ports of Legaspi in Albany, Island of Luzon, and 
Tacloban, in the Island of Leyte, have been declared open for 
commerce in general for importation and exportation. 
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The result of the military examination at Canton which was 
made known on the 18th Dec. has sadly disappointed the Wai 
Sing Lottery people, as of all the eligible surnames, only nine 
were amongst those of the successful candidates ; and as these 
were popular names— names which almost every one would 
choose fur the purpose of the lottery—nearly every ticket holder 
comes in fora share of the prizes, which of course have to be 
divided amongst a great many people. The first graduate is a 
native of ‘Toongkoon, and is only twenty years of age. Of the 
several thousand candidates, there were only 86 elected, and of 
these the Heongshan district boasted of furnishing 8, Sunooy 8, 
and Tvonykoon 7 ; the rest were distributed amongst the various 
district of Kwangtung. The above three districts are famous 
for the courage of their inhabitants. 

We revret to record the death of Mr. C. R. Reed, of the Con- 
trol Department, who has been resident at Macao and in this 
colony for some years. He was taken suddenly ill and died 
almost immediately. His death is attributed to disease of the 
heart, to which we believe he had been subject for some time. 

The flagship of the China Squadron, H.M.S. Jron Duke, 
arrived in harbour on the 15th December. The American and 
Russian Admirals saluted the British Admiral on his arrival. 
The salutes were returned by H.M.S. /ron Duke. The Iron 
Duke will shortly proceed to Singapore and Penang in connection 
with the recent disturbances and piracies at Laroot. Admiral 
Shadwell will probably visit the field of the Dutch war opera- 
tions at Atchin. 


The Criminal Sessions of the Supreme Court were opened on 
the 18th December, but there were only four cases on the 
calendar, one of which was a charge of piracy and murder. At 
the suggestion of the Attorney-General, the Court assigned Mr. 
A. P. Handley to defend the prisoner, who is to be tried by a 
special jury. The prisoner charged with uttering counterfeit 
coins will probably be sent back to the Magistracy for summary 
conviction. 


We observe that the “ American Cup” is to be sailed for on 
the 27th Dec., the race to be open to all yachts belonging to the 
Club. We further learn that another Douglas Challenge Cup is 
to be offered for competition, it being provided in part by the 
munificence of the head of the firm of Messrs. Douglas Lapraik 
and Co. and the remainder to be made up by subscription on 
the part of a few leading members of the Yacht Club. 


The Canton races have gone off very successfully. Sir Arthur 
Kennedy and family, Sir Brooke Robertson and all the elite of 
Canton were present, and the two days seem to have given com- 
plete satisfaction. The amateur theatricals have also been md&t 
successful, and the port subsides into its everyday round of 
business with a arial satisfaction that it well maintained its 
old credit for hospitality and knowing how to make holiday 
properly: The Governor, Lady and Miss Kennedy and suite, 
eft Hong Kong on the 15th Dec. for the races, and returned on 
the 22nd.

Whilst the United States steamer Monocacy was getting steam 
up on the 20th Dec. to leave for Bangkok, her steam chest 
burst, severely scalding three of her crew. She is necessarily 
detained here in consequence to repair. 


The P. and O. Company have laid down the keel of a steam 
launch, at their factory, forty-five feet six inches long, nine feet 
beam, and six feet depth of hold.

The Corona cleared on the 12th Dec. from Whampoa with 388 
emigrants, of whom forty were women, twenty-six boys, five 
girls, and three infants, bound to Demerara. She is thus about 
100 short of her full complement, but as she had been a month 
and a half on the berth it was not deemed advisable to detain her 
longer. It would appear that at present there is little desire

SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this mail extend to the Ist Jan.; the French mail 
from London Nov. 21 arrived out on the 22nd Dec., and the 
following P. and O. mail of Nov. 28 on the 30th Dec. The 
following items are from the Strazts Times :— 

A correspondence has passed between the Colonial-office and 
Mr. Rawlinson on the subject of the Singapore Waterworks. 
The decision of the Government on this question was delayed 
during the past year, owing to the suggestion of Sir Harry Ord, 
at the eleventh hour, to refer the matter back to Mr. Rawlin- 
son to endeavour to reduce the height of the distributing reser- 
voir by some twenty feet. To this suggestion Mr. Rawlinson 
replies that he fixed the head of seventy feet with all the plans, 
details, and sections before him, and that the proposed reduction 
would seriously affect the water supply in the distant parts of 
the town. Sir Andrew Clarke, to whom this reply was sent, re- 
ferred it back for Mr. Rawlinsoo’s opinion as to the alternative 
scheme of pumping into a standpipe at the impounding reser- 
voir, which, Mr. Rawlinson points out, would etfect no saving, 
while it might fail to provide the necessary supply of water all 
over the tow. It is to be hoped, now, that the question is de- 
finitely settled, and that the work, which day by day becomes of 
more pressing urgency, will ere long be undertaken in earnest. 
The money lies ready at hand, the Secretary of State has given 
his consent to the appropriation of the funds for this purpose, 
and all that remains to be done is for the Council to pass the 
vote and the Government to place the work in hand ; at all 
events, we trust no more excuses will be found for delay. 

All the late intelligence we have regarding the Atchin war is 
contained in a few curt telegrams. We Icarn, however, that the 
Dutch forces have met with a stronger resistance, and had a hard- 
fought battle to get possession of the plain surrounding the 
Kraton, as the Sultan’s palace is called. According to their own 
account the Dutch have lost heavily in officers, who would ap 
to have been picked out by the Atchinese. The Kraton still held 
out at last advices, and the Atchinese garrison had been rein- 
forced by the Rajah of Pedir with 1,500 men. The Dutch were 
preparing heavy batteries, to lay regular siege to the stronghold, 
which cannot withstand heavy artillery, and must speedily be 
rendered untenable by the showers of shot and shell that 
will be poured into it. The Dutch believe that the Sultan is 
still within the Kraton, but we think this open to doubt. The 
little resistance this second expedition has met with so far, com- 
pared with that which the first one encountered, is due to the 
greater strength of the Dutch forces, to the employment of 
artillery wherever it can be used, and to the successful stratagem 
of the Dutch in effecting a landing where they were not expected, 
and where the preparations for defence were weaker. But from 
the known warlike character of the Atchinese, and the contempt 
of death they exhibited in the former battles, together with the 
large force they mustered to repel the first expedition, it would 
not be surprising were they yet to give thie Dutch serious 
trouble before attaining the object of their expedition. 

The Secretary of State for the Coloniea, with the masterly 
acuteness of a statesman, has solved the problem submitted to 
him near the close of Sir Harry Ord’s administration, by accept- 
ing the proffered resignations of the three unofficial members of 
the Legislative Council. It was hoped that this step would have 
elicited from his lordship some expression of opinion, that 
would serve as a guide to the Government. of Crown Colonies 
in future similar emergencies ; and we are willing to believe 
this might have been done but for the recent change in the 
administration ; but any official censures that might have 
fallen deservedly on Sir Harry Ord for his Executive rough 
riding would certainly be misapplied by showering them upon 
the head of a successor, who, but newly entered upon his 
office, had done nothing to deserve them. Neither would it be 
politic for the Secretary of State to insist upon the retention of 
their seats, under the new Governor, by members who had in- 
dignantly thrown them up under the retiring one. So, all cir- 
cumstances considered, his Lordship has, we think, it will be 
admitted, chosen the only course that lay open to him in accept- 
ing the tendered resignations. We presume, however, this will 
not prejudice their re-appointment by the present Governor ; 
and from the valuable service which even Sir Harry Ord readily 
admitted they have performed in the past, we hope the public 
may yet continue to enjoy the benefit of their presence and in- 
fluence in the Legislative hody. 

The disease that has prevailed among the cattle here for the

PENANG. 

Our advices extend to the 3rd January ; the P. and O. mail 
from London Nov. 28 arrived out on the 27th Dec. The follow- 
ing is from the Penang Gazette :— 

e have to record the death of Abraham Logan,-co-proprietor 
and sometime editor of this paper. Abraham Logan was how- 
ever better known as the editor of The Free Press in Sin- 
gapore, a paper which he raised from almost obscurity until 
it became the authority in all matters wherein Straits’ interests 
were concerned. For twenty two years his connection with this 
paper lasted. Truth, honesty and the real interest of Singapore 
and the Straits were the distinguishing traits of this journal 
under Mr. Logan’s editorship and proprietorship; and 
when he disposed of the paper a few years ago it was 
with the satisfaction that he had done his duty in his 
day. Mr. Abraham Logan arrived in Penang in the early 
of 1842, and he was admitted as an advocate and notary public 
the same P hrcad The register of his admission as an advocate 
bears the date of 26th April of that year, and the date of James 
Logan’s admission bears the date of the 23rd December, 1841. 
For thirty years the brothers worked together; in all their trans- 
actions their interests were one. They now lie in one grave in 
Penang churchyard, and their revered names will descend to 
posterity jointly with those of Raffles, Crawford and Low, as the

rom Laroot we learn that Captain Speedy has ured the 
strongest fortification of the Sin ne and Bes toes ts 22nd 
January, ne Owe the coast with all his forcee—driving 
the enemy before him. The casualties on his side were literally 
nominal, only amounting to five or six at the most. 

We have been requested to notify that the appeal made to the 
public of Penang by Mr. John Allan, on behalf af the widowed 
mother of the late James Kennedy, of H.M.S. Thalia, who 
lost his life in the attack on Laroot last October, realised $212. 
This amount was duly handed over to Lieutenant Moysey for 
transmission home. 

We hear from Malacca that a piracy was committed near 
Langat about a fortnight ago, in which eight men were wounded 
and only only one man survived, who reported the affair at 
Malacca. Three piratical boats have been seized, and eight or 
nine Malays arrested, one of whom has turned Queen’s evidence. 
We are glad to find that the Lieutenant Governor has restored 
to public officers a portion of the Christmas holidays enjoyed by 
them under the rule of the Indian Government, and which they 
were deprived of by the late Governor Sir Harry Ord. 

The merchants and traders of Malacca have forwarded a 
petition to Sir Andrew Clarke on the subject of the stoppage of 
trade between Malacca and Linghy and Sunghie Ujong, by the 
authorities of Rumbow. 

H.M.S. Thalia left for Atchin on the 28th Dec., with a letter 
to the Sultan of that country from H.M.’s Government. We 
believe the letter recommends the Sultan to make terms with 
Holland as soon as he can.

IMPORTS. 


Hanxow.-—Only an extremely small business had been transacted 
between importers and natives during the fortnight, and the condition 
of the market was most.unsatisfactory. The demand for the principal 
Grey Cotton staples had in a great measure fallen off. Fancy Cottons 
had been in little request, and the inquiry for Woollens had to a large 
extent censed. 

Suanaual.—Cottons : Some little inquiry for the Japan market had 
led to a few sales of 7 lbs. and 8.4 lbs. Grey Shirtings ; but with this 
exception there had been no life in the import tr nude during the fort- 
night. Dealers apparently did not want govds, and where sales were 
pressed the prices obtained had been below market value. The stock 
of White Shirtings was very small, and holders generally declined to 
sell at current quotations, T-Cloths, Drills, Jeans and Sheetings were 
without change ; all quotations were nominal. Fancy Cottons called 
for no special comment. Woollens ; Scarlet Long Ells had been placed 
to a small extent at a further advance in price. Plain Black Orleans 
had after a long period of neglect come into some demand for Japan. 
Some small sales of Spanish Stripes at unchanged prices were reported, 
but other fabrics were very dull. Tho markets for Metals and Coals 
showed no improvement. 

Hoye Kona.—Hardly any business had been transacted during the 
period under review. Dealers were clearing old purchases very slowly, 
and show no desire to make fresh contracts, Holders were firm, and 
were not pressing for offers. Quotatiuns are nearly all more or less 
no . 
Manria.—Plain Staples had been in little request,and rates remained 
at about our last quotations. Coloured goods continued in fair demand, 
and for likely styles a slight advance had been established. 

‘Batavia.—Businoss in imports was at a complete standstill. This 
exceptional position is to be accounted for by the anticipated reduction 
in duties at the beginning of the new year. Any sales made had been 
merely with the object of closing accounts, but these had been to a 
very limited extent, and at prices which cannot be quoted as fair market 
values under ordinary circumstances. All quotations must therefore be 
considered as withdrawn. For Metals the demand had been very dull 
and values were unchanged. There had been no late arrivals of Coals. 

SrycarorE.—Messrs. Boustead’s Circular says :—A moderate business 
had been done in Piece Goods during the fortnight, and prices remain 
steady at the quotation last given. Grey Shirtings, 8}]bs., have 
met with small inquiry at $2.424 for best quality ; 7 lbs. have been 
sold at $2, and 6 lbs. continue very dull. In 45-inch goods nothing of 
importance had been done. T-Cloths, Mexican 7 lbs., are in better 
inquiry; 61bs., ordinary quality, are in good request, and prices are 
firmer, White Shirtings, fine and medium makes, continue in some 
request. Grey Yarn, 40’s, has been more inquired for, and sales to 
some extent have been effected. 30’s Yarn and 18 to 24 are quiet. 
Woollens keep in moderate request. Iron is quiet, and without change 
in value. Lead is quiet, and without demand for local consumption. 
Coals are firm, and both Cardiff and West Hartley have risen in value. 

PENaNG.—A moderate i inquiry had existed for some descriptions of 
Grey Staples during the fortnig’ ight, and a fair quantity of goods had 
been cleared at prices which showed scarcely any alteration on those 
last quoted. Very little businees had heen done in other descriptions 
of importa,

’ Hankow.—Settlements of Congou had been about 2,000 chests, and 
the stock was estimated at 1,000 chests. 

Kyvxrrang.—No local purchases had been made. 

SHancHal.—Measrs, Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report says :—As 
the present season for Black Tea is closed, and the business in Green 
yet to transpire must necessarily be of an uninteresting character, we 
shall not again have this pleasure till the operations of the following 
season become of interest. Black : A rather extensive business has been 
done, considering the lateness of the season, and the whole of the 
remaining stock of Congou, with the exception of a few parcels of very 
undesirable Shuntaam, has been cleared off the market. Arrivals have 
ceased for some time, and with the departure of the Nestor season 
1873-74 closes. Exports of Congou, deducting losses, is 57,782,676 Ibs.,

Foochow.—A fair amount of business had been done in Congous, 
the estimated settlements being 10,500 chests, at prices which showed 
no change. Some small purchases of Souchongs had been reported, 
but nothing had been done in Scented Teas. Oolongs had received 
more attention, and moderate sales were reported, an English firm hav 
ing done the bulk of the business. The purchases had been upwards 
of 13,000 half-chests, in which are comprisedseveral fine strings booked 
at Taels 24.55 to 25.55 0. b.; the remaining parcels are various lots 
takén at Taels 16.8 to 20.8, and Taels 18.8 to 22.8 o. b., showing no 
change from former quotations. Owing to incorrect returns made by 
native officials, the stock of Ovlongs had been reported about 8,000 
half-chests greater than it really was, the actual stock on offer being 
only about 32,000 half-chests instead of 40,000. Departures had been 
the Andreas, on 9th December, for Falmouth for orders, and the 8.8, 
Achilles for London, via Hong Kong, on the 18th.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA.

captured by the troops, with little loss. 


27.—The Government has received the following 
official despatch to-day :— “ Atchin, Jan. 24.—The Dutch troops have 
captured the Kraton, after a successful attack on its western side. 
When entered, the placo was found to be abandoned.” This result is 
considered as deciding the war. 

27.—The Dutch troops had only three killed Rid 
eighteen wounded in capturing the Kraton.

SHAM RELICS. 
The Atheneum has devoted considerable labour to the exposure of a 
colossal swindle known as the Shapira Collection of idols, vessels, and 
pottery with ancient inscriptions from Moab, which adds another and 
an instructive chapter to the history of forgery and credulity. It was 
an ingenious combination of forgeries, appealing at once to the scholar, 
the archievlogist, and the numismatist. It is now about two years since 
it began to be rumoured that a certain Jewish Protestant convert, 
living in Jerusalem, was receiving from an Arab small quantities of 
pottery, vases broken and entire, figures of animals, and rudely-executed 
statuettes of men and women. Presently it was discovered that on 
many of these things were inscriptions in that old Phornician character, 
the direct ancestor of our own, in which the Moabite Stone was written. 
They were evidently ancient, being encrusted with a layer of saltpetre, 
the natural effect of time and damp on earthenware ; their form, gro- 
tesque and rude, indicated the earliest stage of art ; the emblems which 
adorned them pointed to a cult which was apparently a mixture of 
astronomical and nature worship; in the seven punctures which 
adorned the figures were the seven planets ; in the earthen calf the 
reference was obvious to the brazen calf. These things, it was con- 
tended, could not be forged by an Arab ; each specimen would cost too 
much to make ; and the manifest antiquity of the whole, as proved by 
the saltpetre, was by itself a sufficient argument in their favour. Note 
withstanding all these things, English archeologists refused to give in 
their adhesion. They stiffly maintained that any genuine Phoenician 
inscription could be read ; that it would be written in certain forms of 
letters already ascertained ; and they pointed not only to forms which 
deviated from the recognised type, but also to a bilingual inscription on 
a vase, which would have been invaluable but for the fact that in 
neither character could it be read, while the two characters could not 
by any possibility be used on the same jar, except at an interval of 
many hundred years. But then came fresh intelligence. Two German 
travellers, with Mr. Shapira, crussed into Moab and dug for themselves, 
finding bits of pottery like those in the collection. Curiously enough, 
even this proof failed to convince the stiff-necked English. The German 
Government, however, unwilling to lose so great a prize, bought the whole 
collection for £1,000, and had it transferred to Berlin, the Museum of which 
city it now adorns. A second collection was immediately commenced, 
with commendable zeal and rapidity, until a sudden and disastrous 
stoppage to the whole business was caused by M. Ganneau’s exposure 
of the fact that it was a forgery from beginning to end. He has sent 
home an account, which will be supplemented by a fuller statement, 
but which, meantime, is as amusing and as minute as a narrative by 
Defoe. M. Ganneau possessed, to begin with, a certain knowledge 
which placed the unhappy artist, the forger, at a disadvantage ; for he 
knew what we may call the handwriting of theinscriptions. “‘ These,” 
he said, “are the work of my cold friend Selim el Gari;” and on ree 
turning to Jerusalem fur the Palastine Exploration Fund he resolved 
that his first work should be to bestow publicity upon a mvudest but 
meritorious designer. He reflected that to manufacture pottery requires 
the assistance of a potter, and so, without exciting the suspicions cf 
Selim, he began by visiting in turn all the half-dozen potteries in Jerus 
salem, and making the acquaintance of the workmen. The result was 
that he speedily found the men who had assisted Selim, and has been 
enabled to send over as graphic # confession as we remember to have 
read. In it we sec the twilight procession, carrying grisly Moloch and 
his band from the workshop to the potter ; we see the artful dipping 
in the saltpetre, which should give the gods of the Moabites a prema- 
ture and precocious age—“to make them grow old,” said honest 
Selim ; and we are told of the scrupulous care with which any tell-tale 
fragment was gathered up. What we do not see, but may imagine, is 
the consternation of the respectable Selim el Gari, with that of the 
pious proselyte, his colleague, dupe, or accomplice, Shapira; and the 
disappointment of the German archeologists. 
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THE ADULTERATION OF TEA. 

The following memorial has been forwarded to Mr. Gladstone 
from firms engaged in the wholesale Tea trade in the City of 
London. The memorial was accompanied by a request that the 
Premier would receive a deputation on the subject. 


To the Right Hon. William Ewart Gladstone, M.P., D.C.L., First 
Lord of the Treasury and Chancellor of the Exchequer. The Humble 
Memorial of the Wholesale Dealers in Tea in the City of London, 
showeth— ‘ 

That your Memorialists, who are largely engaged in the sale of Tea, 
are most anxious to prevent adulterated Tea from being sold in or im- 
ported into this country, as being a great discredit to the trade, and 
most injurious to all engaged in it. 

Your Memorialists have observed with much regret that the Adulte- 
ration of Food Act, 1872, has from its defective construction been ad- 
ministered in a manner that, without preventing many of the evils it 
was intended to remedy, has been most oppressive to the retailers, 
many of whom have been prosecuted and fined, their names published 
as fraudulent tradesmen, their trade damaged, and their characters in- 
jured, for selling Tea in good faith (your Memorialists believe in every 
case) in the same etate in which it was imported from China, and 
on which the Customs had received Tea duty. Under the present 
Act sanitary inspectors can, practically, only deal with articles 
offered publicly for sale, and as China Tea is principally sold 
by the importers by private contract, the sellers of tons escape 
all penalty, whilst the sellers of ounces bear all the fines and 
diseredit of a public prosecution for selling the same Tea. The 
novel practice under this Act of analysts applying severe chernical 
testa to Tea makes it impossible for the retailer to protect himself from 
ita penalties by the ordinary careful examination he can make of the 
article ; in support of which statement your Memorialists beg to remind 
you that two most able stipendiary magistrates of Liverpool and Bir- 
mingham, who have tried and convicted several grocera under this Act, 
have stated in the plainest language, that to escape its penalties the 
grocer will require to have every parcel of Tea he sells analysed. Your 
Memorialists respectfully submit that a much more precise definition is 
required in the Act as to what constitutes “adulteration,” seeing that 
few articles of food can be prepared totally unmixed with foreign yet 
harmless substances, and it is the more difficult to prevent this in Tea, 
owing to the mode of its preparation in China, 

Your Memorialists therefore beg to suggest that every chop or 
parcel of Tea imported should be sampled by the Dock Company, and 
# portion of it sent to the sanitary inspector for analysis ; that no parcel 
should be allowed to be entered for “home consumption” until the 
inspector has certified that it is fit for fuod, and not adulterated within 
the meaning of the Act. Your Memorialists believe that by this simple 
and inexpensive mode the public would be most effectually protected, 
as all adulterated Tea on its arrival in bulk would be detected and re- 
fused admission for consumption. Chops of Tea generally consist of 
from 100 to 1,000 packages, the whole of which would thus be stopped 
by one inspection and analysis; but if allowed to leave the bonded 
warehouse, each chop or parcel would probably be distributed among 
a large number of retailers, many of whom would escape any visit from 
the inspector, whilst others would be prosecuted, as well as exposed 
to the conflicting opinions of different magistrates and analysts for 
selling the same parcel of Tea. Your Memorialists, in conclusion, respect- 
fully urge that the present vexatious prosecutions of the retailers may 
be suspended until the Act has been amended, and thus prevent the 
infliction of further injury and undeserved discredit on the retail 
grocers, 





THE MALACCA STRAITS. 

Mr. Thomas G. Bowles, who wrote the article referred to by Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Disraeli on the Straits of Malacca, and who is the 
Conservative candidate for Darlington, has addressed a meeting in the 
Mechanics’ Hall in that town. He said Mr. Gladstone had done him 

the honour to refer to an article which he had written in Fraser's 
Magazine, and with that spirit of rampagious fun which always dis- 
tinguished him, made a joke on his name, but he should not try to do 
the same with Mr. Gladstone. This was not a subject to be approached 
with flippancy or in the spirit of Joe Miller. In 1819 the Government 
obtained exclusive possession of the Straits of Malacca ; all the trade to 
China and Japan must pass through those Straits. We had absolute 
control of the Straits by the arrangement of 1819. We acquired the 
Malacca side, and on the other we entered into alliance with the Sultan 
of Atchin. Three years ago the Dutch came to us and offered if we 
would allow them to go and attack the Sultan of Atchin that they would 
give us their territories on the Gold Cast; if we gave up this 
gateway they would give us some territories on the Gold Cost 
which were worth nothing to them and less to us, and which 
would involve us in a war with King Koffee. This was not a 
very likely proposal, but our Ministry accepted it, and gave up 
the Sultan of Atchin to the attack of the Dutch, although we had en- 
gaged by treaty that the independence of Atchin should be respected. 
There never was such a bargain in the whole history of this country, 
but it was accepted. Mr. Gladstone made a mystery of it by mixing 
it up in such a way as reminded him of diplomatic correspondence. If 
the Conservative Government, a3 Mr. Gladstone had said, had given up 
Siak, that was wrong ; but that did not make Atchin right. We were 
not pledged to Siak, but we were to Atchin, and upon England had 
rested the bloodshed which had taken place in Atchin. Our Govern- 
ment were told by the Dutch to take care and get the King of Ashan- 
tee, when they took over the protectorate, to sign the treaty, but they 
never did so. “If you don't,” said they, “you will have a war.” 
Knowing, as our Government did, as proved by the letters which 
»pasied between Lord Granville and Lord Kimberley, that if the claims 
-of Ashantee to Elmina were not renounced they would probably have 
a war, they nevertheless signed the treaty. 

The Morning Post prints the subjoined letter, signed “Common 

fe ise ”:—It is about as likely that the Dutch could and would inter- 
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cept the British trade between India and China as that they will again 
sail unresisted up the Thames and burn the ships in Chatham Dock- 
yard. But the question raised by Mr. Disraeli is curious as an indica- 
tion of cast of mind and character. When Mr. Gladstone asserted that 
the draft of the Treaty of 1871 was approved by Lord Derby, he 
meant of course that it was not altered in any point bearing upon the 
question ; and when Lord Derby, in his letter to The Times, says that 
he “ purposely excluded all mention of Atchin,” his lordship evidently 
meant to convey the impression that the possession or control of Atchin 
might affect the navigation of the Straits. Mr. Disraeli, improving on 
the noble lord's hint, actually goes the length of saying that “this de- 
pendency, being opposite to our own dependency of Penang, has always 
been held necessary to the security of our navigation.” It is difficult 
to conceive a more astounding error. Atchin forms the northern ex- 
tremity of the Island of Sumatra, opposite the opening of the Straits, 
where the channel is more than a hundred miles broad. Penang lies to 
the south of the Malay Peninsula (which Mr. Disraeli declares to be at 
least 500 miles long), and not far from the narrowest part of the Straits. 
Atchin and Penang, therefore, cannot be tess than 400 or 500 miles 
apart ; and Atchin has about as much to do with the navigation of the 
actual Straits as the Land’s End with the navigation of the Needles, or 
the Hebrides with the Channel between Dover and Calais. 

Upon this letter the Post comments as follows :--“ Common Sense” 
is rather hasty. If a foreign Power were to hold the Land's End, say 
Falmouth, the navigation of the channel would be vitally nasnaced. 
Atchin is the key to the northern entrance of the Straits, as Singapore 
is of the south. ‘“ Common Sense” appears to have identified Penang 
with Singapore ; Penang is opposite to Atchin at a distance of upwards 
of 200 miles ; Singapore is about 400 miles from Penang. Lord Derby 
evidently said exactly what he meant to say in his letter, and he did 
intend the inference that the possession of Atchin might affect the 
navigation of the Straits. 


The following letter from Lord Derby appears.in The Times of Fri-- 
day :—The language used by Mr. Gladstone in his speech would seem 
to imply that the draft Treaty proposed to the Dutch Government 
in September, 1868, and for which the Conservative Cabinet then in 
power is responsible, was identical in substance with the Treaty con- 
cluded in 1871. This is not the case. The draft of 1868 involved 
a recognition by the British Government of all territorial acquisitions 
made by the Dutch up to a recent date, those acquisitions being then 
accomplished facta ; but it purposely excluded all mention of Atchin, 
the status of which would have remained unaltered but for modifi- 
cations introduced after the Cabinet of 1868 had ceased to exist. 


JAPANESE POLITICS. 

Japan (says the Globe) has been passing through the agonies of a 
Ministerial crisis. The Prime Minister retains office, but the majority 
of his colleagues have had to resign, The management of foreign 
affairs, which was in the hands of Soyejima, has been given to Tern- 
shima, late Minister at the Court of St. James's, The subject of dis- 
pute has reluted to Korea. The people of that country maltreated 
certain Japanese subjects, and instead vf making reparation sent what 
the Japan Mail calls “an insulting message,” and a “truculent asser- 
tion of independence.” A party in the Cabinet clamoured for war. 
The national honour, they asserted, ought to be maintained, and an in- 
solent tributary thoroughly subjected. The counsels of those in favour 
of peace prevailed. There is every reason to congratulate Japan on this 
result. It would be a pity if the country were, under all circumstances, 
tamely to submit to rude treatment. Without a high sense of honour 
and self-respect its growing material prosperity will be of little avail. 
But when war is pruposed it is right to ask whether the object to be 
gained is worth the sacrifice. In the present instance there is no doubt 
as to the true answer to this question. Korea, as the Jail points out, 
“ ia not only not necessary to Japan, it could only be a source of burden 
and perplexity to her.” Moreover, “ the insulence of the Koreans is 
that of barbarians, and the welfare, happiness, and progress of the mil- 
lions of Japan vught hardly to be risked for the chastixement of this,” 
Japan has entered upon a great career, and in developing her resources 
her rulers display energy and wisdum that have won the admiration of 
the most advanced nations. Her progress would be indefinitely 
retarded by an expensive and useless conflict with a half-savage 
neighbour, 





THE DEATH OF M. GARNIER. 

The Globe prints the subjoined remarks upon the fate which has 
befallen M. Garnier. The French, like ourselves, have just lost a great 
traveller.—Francis Garnier. He has died at the early age of thirty- 
four, having left the great work of his life only half achieved. His 
day-dream of colonising Indo-China may now never be realised ; but 
the services which he rendered in the attempt will keep the meinory of 
his name fresh. France was proud of the young marine who, when 
only twenty-three years old, had taken an important part in the Cochin 
China Expedition, assisted in the capture of Saigon, and been entrusted 
with the sule government of a city of $0,000 inhabitants. His last 
exploit, the capture of a fortified town, whose walls and outworks had 
an extent of six kilometres, and which was garrisuned by 7,000 
men, showed an almost Quixotic courage. At the head of 150 
marines he attacked the citadel of Ha-nvi, and captured it and 
2,000 prisoners without the loss of a single man. But, besides 
this military glory, the name of Garnier had become famous throug! - 
out Europe for the great exploration of the Me-kong in 18686, 
and for that most valuable but modest “ History" which the full 
account of this expedition is set forth. It was for these services that 
the Geographical Society of Paris awarded him its gold medal, and that 
he received a similar honour from our own Geographical Society—a 
distinction which had not previously been accorded to a Frenchman for 
five-and-thirty yearns. At the International Geographical Congress, 
held at Antwerp, the medal of honour was divided between him and 
Livingstone. The work of colonisation did not seem to thrive under 
the Imperial rule. It remains to be seen whether Republican France 
can realise the day-dream of Francis Garnier's life by converting the 
whole of Indo-China into a French dependency. ; 
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STUDENT INTERPRETERS FOR CHINA. 

OvR contemporary, the North Chinu Herald, has done 
good service in drawing attention to the appointment of 
Student Interpreters for China, in direct opposition to the 
Report of the Commission on the Consular Service. It 
will be remembered that in his evidence before the Com- 
mission; Sir RUTHERFORD ALCOCK strongly advocated a 
reduction of from ten to six in the number of the staff of 
Students at Peking, on the very reasonable grounds that 
the Service in China was already so much over-manned that 
promotion was at a stand-still, that the public money was 
wasted by the disbursement of a number of small salaries 
among a far too numerous staff, whereas an increased scale 
of pay awarded to fewer men would insure a more efficient 
performance of the Consular duties, and that these causes 
tended to make the officials discontented, and to destroy 
that loyalty to the Service which has marked the careers of 
such men as PARKES, WADE, ALCOCK, MEDHURST, and 
many others. Sir HARRY PARKES’ evidence tended in the 
same direction, and the Commission expressed themselves 
strongly in favour of the suggestions made by these two dis- 
tinguished officers. Yet almost immediately on the appear- 
ance of the report eight new appointments were made, and 
now again two more students have been added to the already 
over-crowded college at Peking. A few figures will sufficiently 
show the cause of the present stagnation in promotion, and 
will explain the consternation which prevailed among the 
members of the Service when the news reached China of 
the intention of making the two further appointments which 
have just been gazetted. In 1863, after the establishments 
at the ports opened to trade by the last Treaty had been 
nominated, there were stationed at the fifteen ports forty- 
three officers, with a reserve of nine Students, at Peking. 
In 1868, when sixteen ports were open to trade, the Consuls 
and their staffs numbered forty-five, and the Studentscighteen. 
In 1873, after two ports had been closed, forty-six officers 
were distributed at the remaining fourteen trading depots, 
and seventeen young gentlemen studied Chinese at Peking. 
To this number two more have now been added; so 
that out of the total number of sixty-five of all ranks, 
nineteen are kept in reserve. Twenty-six Students were 
appointed between the years 1863 and 1868, and fifteen 
between this latter year and 1873, to fill about twenty 
vacancies caused by deaths and retirements. The hardship 
inflicted on the Service by thus over-crowding the junior 
ranks is two-fold. In the first place, it prevents the possi- 
bility of there being any chance of that promotion which 
a young man entering the Service may fairly expect to get, 
and it relegates the prospect of gaining that increase of pay 
to which the whole Service is fairly entitled, as was ad- 
mitted by the Commission, to the dimmest future. 

If there were work for the army of Student Interpre- 
ters at Peking to do, of course no fault could be found for 
the recent appointments. But it is a fact, as Sir HARRY 
PARKES pointed out in his evidence, that the staffs at the 
Consulates are quite out of proportion to the work re- 
aes of them. And even supposing that in 1863 the 

‘onsulates were not over-manned,—why, if nine Students 
were then considered a sufficient reserve, should nineteen 
he. now required when there is one port less to provide for ? 
We can only suppose that the officials at the Foreign-office 
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trouble themselves as little about the wants and conditiorr 
of the Service as they do about the interests of commerce 
in China. It is time, however, that the matter should he 
brought prominently forward, and steps should be taken to- 
remedy an act of injustice upon a body of men who have 
devoted their lives to the service of their country under 
circumstances and surroundings already sufficiently dis- 
couraging. 








HER Majesty’s subjects in the Settlements of the Straits 
of Malacca must feel proud when they see that the course 
pursued by the GLADSTONE Government in relation to them 
and the Sultan of ATCHIN is turned to account by the Con- 
servatives in the present “general election.” It bears re- 
semblance to the dissolution by Lord PALMERSTON on the 
question of our policy with China in 1856. It is singularly 
fortunate that our interests in the Far East should thus 
obtain prominence. We trust that the next Government, 
whether Liberal or Conservative, will take warning and 
give more heed to the maintenance of our prestige in those 
parts. Anything more miserable, not to say contemptible, 
than the policy pursued for the last five years can hardly 
be conceived. Our readers may rely on our judicious per- 
sistence in keeping their interests constantly before the 
new Government. 


In another column we report a meeting on the subject of 
Indian teas. Indian tea, since 1864, has made extraordinary 
strides, ranking now as one of the staple products from India. 
The prices obtainable for the leaf, during the past year or 
two, have been highly profitable to planters, thus stimulating 
them to bring under cultivation new land. Demand is now 
outstripping the supply, and this will be more noticeable as 
the year advances. The North-West Provinces of India, 
and also several districts in Central Asia, draw a portion of 
their wants from India, green tea from the Kumaon district 
being in especial favour, owing to its great strength and 
pungency. The competition of late for Indian tea has been 
very keen, owing to the increasing use in Ireland, especially 
in the north-west, and in many towns in Lancashire. 


THE appointment of Mr. JULIAN PAUNCEFOTE, late 
Puisne Judge of the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, to the 
Chief Justiceship of the Supreme Court of the Leeward 
Islands is gazetted. The honour of Knighthood has at the 
same time been conferred upon Mr. PAUNCEFOTE. 


It is stated that the Emperor of Russta has declined to- 
arbitrate between the Peruvian and the Japanese Govern- 
ment on the case of the seizure of the Muri Luz, on the 
ground that the vessel has been clearly proved to have 
been engaged in an unlawful transaction. 


THE Archbishop of CANTERBURY has conferred the degree 
of Doctor in Divinity on the Rev. JoHn SHaw Burpon, 
the new Bishop for Victoria, Hong Kong. It was intended 
that Mr. BuRDON should have been consecrated yesterday 
at Oxford, but the ceremony has been postponed. 


PRINCE FREDERICK CHARLES of Germany will shortly 
start on a lengthened tour, in the course of which he will 
visit China and Japan.

DUTCH INFLUENCE IN THE FAR EAST. 

In the course of a speech delivered by Mr. Gladstone to his 
constituents last week, the Premier made reference to a passage 
in Mr. Disrael’s address which had reference to our policy with 
regard to the extension of the powers held by the Dutch in 
Sumatra. 

“Mr. Disraeli" (said Mr. Gladstone) “ has himself chosen the scene of 
action with respect to foreign policy. He has laid it in a very distant 
quarter of the globe—abont as far off as the kingdom of Brobdingnag. 
He carries you to the Straits of Malacca, He says that we have com- 
mitted most astonishing acts of ignorance or folly in the Straits of 
Malacca, and have compromised the freedom of our trade with China 
and Japan. Well, gentlemen, I must detain you a few minutes upon 
this point ; and although the Straits of Malacca do not sound like a 
very inviting subject, Iam mistaken if you do not find it is not wholly 
devoid of interest. In the first place, I would observe that the tran - 
saction which Mr. Disraeli blames on our part was a transaction in the 
year 1871, and he has sat still in the House of Commons through 
the Sessions of 1872 and 1873, having entirely forgotten his duty to 
the Straits of Malacca. And now what has happened to rouse him

to-day. I find it is written by a gentleman named Bowles, and I am 
greatly mistaken if Mr. Disraeli does not find on this occasion that 
those who play at bowls must expect to ineet with rubbers. Let me 
give you a short statement of the case. Mr. Disraeli says that we had 
a treaty securing the freedom of the Straits of Malacca for our 
trade to China and Japan. We had no such treaty. We had a 
treaty with Holland which gave to England an exclusive juris- 
diction on the Malay continent, and which gave to Holland a similarly 
exclusive title to frame treaties and to make her own arrangements in the 
island of Sumatra, which forms the other side of the Straits of Malacca, 
and in all the neighbouring islands. But that gave no security what- 
ever for the free navigation of the Straits of Malacca. The treaty was 
dated in 1834, and I am not now going to discuss it. But if there is 
any danger in stopping the freedom of navigation in the Straits of 
Malacca you will agree with me that that danger accrues where the 
Straits are narrowest, because it is there, evidently, that interruption 
will be offered to the navigation. Now, the Straits are narrowest at 
that part of Sumatra which is occupied by the kingdom of Siak. The 
Dutch made a treaty soine years ago by which they acquired almost a 
sovereignty—at all events, a virtual supremacy, in the kingdom of Siak. 
Well, then was the time of danger, if any. But when was that treaty 
made? It was made in 1858, when Mr. Disraeli was in office. It was 

_ forwarded by the Dutch Minister to Lord Malmesbury, as Foreign 
Secretary, on the 21st of September, 1858; and on the 28rd of 
September, 1858, Lord Malmesbury acknowledged its receipt and 
returned his thanks for the treaty. So much for Siak. But I 
must detain you a little -longer. Under the then existing ar- 
rangement, where the Dutch made these treaties they made them 
treaties of exclusive trade, and so shut out British trade from the 
countries with which the treaties existed. That was a great evil. We 
had really no power of preventing them from making the treaties. We 
retained the truly British right of grumbling, but we never gave effect 
to it, and we hnd no power to give effect to it. The British Govern- 
ment thought it was a very evil thing for British trade tu be excluded 
from those countries ; and, consequently, they made a treaty with 
Holland under which they consented to give up this right of grumbling, 
which we never, for thirty years, had done anything tu enforce ; Hol- 
land, on the other hand, stipulating to give to British subjects and 
navigation in all the countries where she made treaties in those latitudes 
the same privileges she gave to Dutch subjects and navigation. I say 
that was not a bad, but a good treaty. But who made it? That treaty 
was drafted and was proposed to Holland in the year 1868, when 
Mr. Disraeli was Prime Minister and Lord Derby Foreign Secretary ; and 
it is a most extraordinary state of things when the leader of a party is so 
destitute of topics—though he has, I must say, as ingenious a brain 
out of which to spin them as any man who ever occupied that or any 
other position ; but such is his poverty and destitution of points to 
make against the Government that, although he travels all the way to 
the Straits of Malacca for the purpose, he manufactures his charge out 
of an act which is not a bad act, but a good act, and which was not 
done by us, but done by his own colleague, and by the Government to 
which he belonged. Understand me. When I say it was done, I mean 
this. The draft of the treaty concluded by us was forwarded by 
Lord Derby in the month of September or August, 1868. He deserved 
the main credit for it—-and credit, not discredit, is what is due. And 
so, gentlemen, I will leave the Leader of the Opposition for the present 
floundering and foundering in the Straits of Malacca.” Mr, Gladstone's 
address was frequently cheered, and at its close a vote of confidence was 
carried with acclamation. 


THE ATCHIN WAR. 
(THE TIMES.) 

It is strange that a Dutch war on the coast of Sumatra should fur- 
nish a weapon in the political contest between the Prime Minister of 
this country and the leader of the Opposition. Mr. Disraeli observes 
in his address that, “ by an act of folly or of ignorance rarely equalled, 
the present Ministry relinquished a Treaty which secured us the free- 
dom of the Straits of Malacca for our trade with China and Japan ; 
and they at the same time, entering on the West Coast of Africa into 
those ‘equivocal and entangling engagements’ which the Prime Mi- 
nister now deprecates, involved us in the Ashantee War.’ The latter 
part of this charge necds no explanation, but the former may be less 
intelligible. The Straits of Malacca are here supposed to be com- 
manded by the Power in possession of Atchin, and with that Power 
we were till recently in alliance. It may be said, indeed, that the 
Sultan of Atchin was in some sense under our protection, for it was 
stipulated by the terms of a Treaty to which we were parties that the 
independence of his dominions should be respected by the Dutch. In 
return, however, for the cession by the Dutch of their forts on the 
Gold Coast we relinquished the Treaty which restrained their opera- 
tions in the East, and it may be anticipated, as a consequence, that the 
conquest of Atchin will sooner or later be effected. Whether the freedom 
of the Straits will be endangered by the result is a question of remote 
rather than immediate interest, but it may be conceded that such security 
as arose from the character of the native Government will hereafter be 
lost. The Commander-in-Chief of the land and sea forces engaged in the 
campaign bas addressed a despatch to the Sultan of Atchin, in which 
the demands of the Netherlands Government are plainly stated. They 
amount, in fact, to a claim to suzerainty over the Atchinese Empire. 
General Van Swieten offers assurances and pledges of all kinds, doubt- 
less in perfect sincerity, but he demands practically that the Sultan 
shall surrender his independence. In exchange for this sacrifice he 
promises the Sultan the “undisturbed possessions of his domains” 
and a “ more extended authority over his subjects. The Dutch do not 
pretend to any “direct control” over the country, nor do they desire 
to meddle with its domestic administration. They ask only for a 
Treaty in conformity with a certain specified precedent, and we, with 
our own Eastern experience, can have no difficulty in understanding the 
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would confine the exercise of their control to the exigencies of their own 
policy, and beyond those limits would leave the native Government 
at liberty to rule as before. Even the undertaking to confirm 
and extend the authority of the Sultan over his own subjects is exactly 
in accordance with Indian practices. When a native State passed 
under our protection we guaranteed its Sovereign against popular in- 
swurections, reserving to ourselves the right of correcting maladmini- 
stration by summary intervention when the necessity arose. It is said, 
too, that this engagement on the part of the Dutch might be peculiarly 
acceptable to the Sultan at the present moment. We have been in- 
formed that his authority is repudiated by the party now in arms, and 
that the war is carried on by a fanatical multitude which has possessed 
itself of power. That there is a Peace Party as well as a War Party in 
Atchin is, indeed, assumed to be notorious in General Van Swieten’s 
despatch, and the Dutch Commander almost implies that the Sultan at 
heart belongs to the former. The reports of movements so obscure must, 
of course, be received with caution, but we are assured that even the 
communication before us was not allowed to reach the Sultan's hands, 
and that the appeal itself was disregarded by the dominant faction in- 
trenched in the citadel. 


The war, therefore, goes on, nor can we suppose the ultimate result 
to be doubtful ; but it may be inferred from the despatch of the Dutch 
Commander that he would have been glad to be spared from the cer- 
tain difficulties and possible vicissitudes of the contest. He evidently 
foresaw hard fighting, and was not at all disposed to underrate the re- 
sistance of the enemy ; 20 that, though his summons is decisive and 
even peremptory, it is accompanied by many conditions calculated to 
render it palatable. Nor need it be doubted that these terms were 
offered in good faith. ‘The Dutch, when their object of sovereign con- 
trol has been secured, can have little temptation to interfere with the 
religion or customs of the country. When General Van Swieten 
pledges his word that in these respects the people of Atchin shall re- 
main undisturbed he may be readily believed, and when he disclaims 
any design on the part of his Government against their rights and 
liberties he is probably replying to reports which have been put into 
circulation by the War Party. The Dutch intend to reduce Atchin 
to the condition of a dependent principality. It is only “ ulti- 
mately” that the Sultan is promised the Government of his country ; 
but it may reasonably be assumed that the national institutions of the 
Empire will, for the most part, be left as they are. Interference in 
such matters would bring little advantage, and might create much 
trouble. The independence of Atchin has stood in the way of the 
Dutch, and they have resolved to get rid of the obstacle. It will cost 
them perhaps, more than they anticipated, but they have clearly no in- 
tention of withdrawing from the work. The Dutch General declares 
his intention to establish himself on the territory of Atchin, as, indeed, 
he has already done, and there, he says, he will remain “ till the Empire 
has been conquered and a Treaty has been signed.” Nor will he 
brook much delay in the matter. “The Dutch,” he observed, “are a 
diligent people, and do not like to be stopped in their proceedings when 
they have an object before them.” So his operations will not be re- 
laxed even after the important success just announced, and any tardi- 
noss in replying to his requisitions will be taken as a refusal. As we 
have already said, the refusal has been inferred, and the war will 
now be fought out to the end, We need not scrutinise too closely the 
alleged causes of the quarrel. They resemble, it is true, those pretexts 
which on such occasions and between such belligerents are never want- 
ing, but at the same time there is a sufficient air of probability in the 
statements advanced. That the Government of Atchin should have 
been engaged in slave-dealing and kidnapping, that it should have 
offered violence to traders, and withheld protection from their goods, 
can be believed without much difficulty ; while it is certainly true that 
redress was refused, and that negotiations for a hostile alliance against 
the Dutch were opened with foreign Powers. How far the supposed 
designs of the Netherlands Government may have suggested such mea- 
sures is a question on which we need not enter.

The objects which the Dutch proposed to themselves in venturing 
upon the invasion of Atchin are set forth with sufficient candour in 
General van Swieten’s proclamation. They are determined, cost what 
it may, that Atchin shall not remain an independent Power. They are 
willing, as they profess, to leave the Sultan some shadow of local 
authority, but he must have no more a foreign policy of his own than 
the Government of India allows to Scinde or Hulkar. Perhaps the 
Sultan himself might not be unwilling to accept a gilded servitude of 
this position, but his people, apart from the religious enthusiasm with 
which they have been lately inflamed, are animated with a strony spirit 
of independence. Nor has the rule of the Dutch in the southern portion 
of Sumatm or the neighbouring dependency of Java been such as to 
attract communities, however uncivilised, which retain their liberties. 
We do not doubt that Holland has been able to establish a specious 
case against the Atchinese ; for when a barbarous State is fixed upon 
the borders of a civilised one, it is hardly possible that causes of quarrel 
should not arise. But the motive really animating the invaders is 
plainly enough an ambition for extension of territory, and if the whole 
island of Sumatra should thus fall into the hands of the possessors of 
Java the sum of human happiness, to say the least, will hardly be in- 
creased. Mr. Disraeli’s remark that, by withdrawing our prohibition 
on the progress of Dutch conquest in the Eastern Archipelago, we have 
surrendered the freedom of the Straits of Malacca to our commercial 
rivals, is a legitimate point to make against a Ministry which blun- 
dered into a ridiculous bargain without calculating the consequences of 
any part of it. But the danger is, after all, rather a remote and not a 
very serious one. If we cannot hold our own againat a third-rate Power 
like the Dutch so far as to make them leave the free water-way to 
China open for us, we must be fallen indecd ; go fallen, in fact, that 
the piracy of Atchin would have done us at least as much harm as the 
jealousy of Holland. If we have sunk to this point, we may as well 
bid good-bye to commercial supremacy and empire together. 
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THE OPIUM TRADE. 

In alluding to Mr. Malet’s report, the Pall Mall Gazette 
says :— 

Altogether we have here a curious and instructive chapter in the 
history of the foreign relations uf China. There undoubtedly was a 
time, not very remote, when the Chinese needed neither stimulants 
nor narcotics beyond such as their own weak tobacco leaf or tea could 
supply. They are still the most temperate people in the world—all, 
that is, who have not been infected with the vice of opium smoking, 
and that is still a vast majority of the population. We were mainly 
instrumental in creating the taste and the want, but at the beginning of 
this century the whole supply brought by our ships from India did 
not amount to more than some 4,000 chests. It was in 1773 that 
the East India Company made its first small venture, and in 1781 
the Company freighted a vessel with 1,600 chesata. “Sold, how- 
ever, at a loss to one of the Hong merchants and found by him 
unsaleable, the whole was reshipped to the Archipelago.” And now the 
annual shipment from India is some 80,000 chests. The trade has been 
a cause of war with China ; it involves so large a share of our Indian 
revenue that no financier dares to meddle with it, but looks with unceas- 
sng anxiety every year on its fluctuations ; and so enormous is the capital, 
both in India and China, engaged in the growth, transmission, or sale of 
opium, that neither the British nor the Chinese Government could do 
more than hamper its production and sale. We cannot be surprised that 
neither the Indian Government nor the Anglo-Chinese and Indian mer- 
chante showed any disposition to lend a favourable ear to the propositions 
of the Chinese negotiators. All that could be plainly seen was the danger 
of legislating at all fur interests so gigantic, agd so intimately inter- 
mixed with labour, capital, and trade in every branch. Any sudden 
displacement must jeopardise both profits and revenue. Indeed, it was 
easier to see how £8,000,000 of the Indian revenue now collected, in 
fact, from the Chinese, could be damaged or lost, than any probable 
benefit accruing if it were freely sacrificed to the Chinese Government 
or people. It is not, we say, to be wondered at under these circum- 
stances that nothing came of the urgent demands made upon us at 
Peking. If the cultivation of the poppy in China is unchecked, and is 
susceptible, as no doubt it is, of almost unlimited extension, and the 
Chinese can grow it so much cheaper than it can at present be sold 
from India, with a 200 per cent. rate of duty upon it at Calcutta and 
Bombny, an additional element of danger and uncertainty must be ac- 
cepted. If the change of taste which these reports show is already going 
on among the Chinese, leading them to prefer the flavour and effects of 
opium of native growth, should increase, the Indian drug and our trade 
in it will be placed at a fatal disadvantage, the Chinese drug being 
s> much cheaper. Such changes have often taken place in other 
countries in reference to various commodities. The preference of 
the Americans to green tea rather than black, our own developed 
taste for the strong wines of Portugal and Spain, now again changing 
for the lighter produce of the French and Rhenish vines, are sufficient 
warnings of the fickleness of national tastes. It may be well to wait 
and watch, rather than to anticipate and make the evil that we fear. 
The process may, it is hoped, be more gradual in its oparation from 
natural causes than Government interference or treaty stipulations 
could have secured. Such a policy as has been adopted would, in that 
case, be fully justified, for it is the suddenness or rapidity of any change 
from which the greatest danger is to be feared. If that can be avoided, 
the rest may be met with some equanimity ; but even at best the look- 
out is not satisfactory, and there are probably few, whether Indian 
administrators or merchants, who would not be glad, if the change were 
made without serious loss, to see all the land and capital now employed 
in the growth and transmission of opium transferred to other invest- 
ments with better security for the future. For, if any loss come upon 
us through the opium traffic, there will be no lack of friends to tell us, 
with the wisdom of Solomon, “ that wherewithal a man sinneth, by the 
same also shall he be punished.” 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
RorrerDaM, Jan. 28. 

On the 26th inst. we received an important official despatch from our 
Consul at Penang, stating that the Kraton had been captured, with 
very small loss to out troops. This news was somewhat surprising, 
because the previous telegram from Atchin stated that General van 
Swieten waited for reinforcements. From numerous public buildings 
and vessels flags were hoisted, and universal joy was expressed at the 
success of our military operations, Of course it is now obvious that 
the war must soon finish by the submission of the Sultan ; and in anti- 
cipation of this some papers are discussing the question, What will we 
we do with Atchin? For my own part I fear that when Atchin is sub- 
daed to our authority our Government will find themselves involved 
in much trouble and difficulty. 

Up to this moment nothing has transpired about the new Minister of 
the Naval Department. The Nederlandsche Industrieel agsures us that 
the Ministerial Council has resolved to establish a special department 
for Public Works, under the management either of Mr. Hubrecht, now 
Secretary-General for the Home Department, or of Mr. Klerck ; whilst 
at the same time the Naval Department would be amalgamated with 
that of the Colonies. Perhaps these rumours may prove true, but at 
present they are without anything like official confirmation. 

The election of Dr. A. Kuyper in the district of Gouda is—I need 
xearcely say—a most severe blow to the Liberal party. Great efforts 
were made to secure the seat for Mr. van der Loeff, but without suc- 
c2ss, The Opposition grows stronger and stronger in the Second 
Chamber, and the Ministry can now scarcely count upon a majority of 
even a single vote, so that their existence is again threatened. Some- 
thing must be done, and perhaps Mr. Fransen van de Putte will adopt 
a coup é’etat similar to that with which Mr. Gladstone has created such 
surprise in England. It is obvious that at present the members of the 
Cabinet have not the support which every Ministry ought to enjoy,

and I fear that no appeal to the p2ople will provide a remedy for the 
actual state of things. Under the existing election law it seems im- 
possible to bring the Second Chamberinto harmony with the country, and 
if the Liberal party does not open a fresh and sornewhat Radical chapter 
of liberal policy the party itself will be in danger of becoming extinct. 
The Liberal, Conservative, and Clerical papers are now engaged fighting 
out the question which party used the baxsest means to secure the victory 
at Gouda. In consequence of the death of Mr. de Brauw another 
election must take place in this district, and a third will become ne- 
cessary if Dr. Kuyper declines to give up his clerical office to take a 
seat on the benches of the Opposition. An cntre-filet in his paper de 
Standaard makes it still doubtful whether he will accept the seat or no. 

You will remember that some time ago a question was raised of the 
establishment of an India brigade, but according to a correspondence 
from Harderwyk, it seems that the Minister of War has not much 
sympathy with the project. 

The question of the alteration of our monetary system will not be 
decided as svon as was thought. It is said that the Government is still 
waiting for information and elucidations from the Governor-General of 
Java, and will postpone dealing with the Bill until the information has 
been received. 

I am informed that several financial men, who are backed by English 
capitalists, have asked the Government for concessions for the con- 
struction of railways in Java, but nothing hax transpired as to whether 
the Minister will grant their requests. It ix earnestly hoped that he 
will lay before the members a definite plan for railways in Java when 
the Session is reopened next month. 

The King has appointed Mr. J. F. Mossel President of the Chamber 
of Accounts in Java. 

The day before yesterday H.M. screw steamer Sambas, destined 
for the Java Squadron, was successfully launched from the yard at 
Feyenoord. 

A sum of f.10,000 has been subscribed here on behalf of the perse- 
cuted Roman Catholic priests in Switzerland. Charity does not begin 
at home with our Catholics, for their establishments of charity here 
are, it is said, utterly unprovided with funds. 

The Steamship Company Nederland has made some alterations in the 
tariff of freights. Henceforth the freight will not be charged by the 
last, but by the cubic meter. The alteration is much approved. 

The Society Tot nut van 't Algemeen has published a xketch of the 
history of the culture system in Java. It is very well written. 

Mr. Schot, a» member of the First Chamber, has met with an 
accident, but is recovering from its effects. 

I regret to record the death of the Belgian litterator and novelist, 
Antoine Bergmann. His works are very popular in this country. 

About the Money Market there is nothing to communicate of any 
interest. The rate of discount remains unaltered, and transactions at 
the Bourse have been very unimportant. 

Bishop Williams, of Canton, has forwarded to the Jardin d' Acclima- 
tation at Brussels a remarkable China plant—the first specimen of its 
kind received in Europe. This plant changes ita colour three times a 
day, and is appropriately named //ibiseus mutabilis. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Correr.—Prices went up again last week, and 71c. has been paid for 
good ordinary Java. There are, however, but very few parcels offered. 
The private transactions include about 10,000 bales, of which no par- 
ticulara have transpired. 

Tea.—There is no business doing, and the trade is inspecting the saam- 
ples of the cargo China, ex Bellona, comprising 2,798/4 and 4,370/12 
chests, which will be sould in auction on Feb. 11. 

Scucar.—The market is somewhat more animated, but prices have 
declined again. About 2,200 mats No, 1012 changed hands at f.2 
under November, and 2,200 mats No. 14§ at £.32 for export. 

Tosacco.—Prices of Java are well maintained, but transactions are 
of no importance. To-morrow about 300 mille Manila cigars will be 
offered in public auction. 

Tin (Banca).—The market is very dull, and prices have greatly de- 
clined ; f.71 can scarcely be obtained, but holders decline to operate at 
this price. Billiton is nominally quoted at £.694. There is not the least 
speculative demand. 

Cocoa-nuT Oww.—Holders decline to operate without an advance, 
The stock comprises only 15,000 kilo. Prime Cochin is quoted f.2£4, 
prime Ceylon, f.214, but these prices are nominal.

Captain John Michael Bradley Wood, of the 8lst Foot, died on 
the 25th ult., at Spring Bank, Chesterfield. He entered the service 
July, 1858 ; became Lieut. March, 1860; and Capt. March 1867. He 
served in the 31st Regt. throughout the campaign of 1860 in North 
China, including the action of Sinho and storming of Tangku (medal 
with clasp for the Taku forts). Served also during the operations 
against the Taepings in the vicinity of Shanghai in April and May, 
1862, resulting in the taking of the stockade at Nauhsiang, capture by 
eacalade of the walled citics of Kadin, Tsinpoo, Tsolin, and fortified 
town of Najow, the affair at Naubsiang, and relief of Kadin. 

The first ironclad built in Hull was launched from Farle’s Shipbuild- 
iug and Engineering Company's yard on the 23rd ult.

Captain Charles James Kinsman, of the Royal Marine Artillery, 
died last week. He entered the service Dec., 1856, became lieutenant 
Aug., 1859, and Capt. Aug., 1867. He was present at the bombard- 
ment of the batteries at the Straits of Simonosaki, the entrance of 
the Inland Sea of Japan, and with the 2nd Battalion Royal Marines 
at the capture and destruction of the batteries, magazines, and barracks, 
and during the shore operations from Sept. 5 to Sept. 8, 1564. 

Recruiting for the corps in the Chatham Garrison which are in want 
of men continues to be very slack. The Royal Artillery, the Royal 
Engineers, and the Royal Marines are all open to receive recruits, but 
there are very few men coming in. 

Captain F. G. Suttie, who, as commander, served in the Salamis, on 
the China station, is to be flag-captain to Vice-Admiral Sir J. R. Drum- 
mond, K.C.B., the newly-appointed Commander-in-Chief in the Medi- 
terranean. 

The Ringdove, 3, double-screw gunveasel, Commander R. Pitman, 
arrived in the Tagus on the 21st ult., on passage home from the China 
Station. 

The tender of Messrs. J. William Steer and Co., of Mincing-lane, for 
about 200 cheats (20,000 lbs.) of tea for naval stores has been accepted. 

Capt. J. A. Tighe, late of the Ceylon Rifles, has been appointed a 
captain in the 54th Regiment.

THE ATCHIN WAR. 

A letter forwarded to the Sultan of Atchin by Lieutenant-General 
Van Swieten, in which an explanation is given for the resumption of 
hostilities upon the part of the Dutch, has been published. The 
General remarks :—“ This time Iam better provided, and I shall not 
return without my object being attained. I have sufficient forces to 
conquer the strongest resistance. I count my soldiers by thousands ; 
they are armed with the best rifles. I have brought men on horseback, 
who can go everywhere with swiftness ; I bring more guns than are 
wanted to crush ten Kratons ; I bring many steamers armed with guns 
of sv wide a range that they can batter the Kraton from the sea; I 
bring cvolies and materials of all kinds for building barracks for the 
soldiers, and store-houses for their supplies. I am able to, and I shall, 
establish myself on the territory of Atchin, and remain there till the 
Empire has been conquered and a treaty has been signed. I ask your 
Highness to consider that I cannot pause for long consideration, but I 
must continue to gain advantages. The Dutch are a diligent people, 
and do not like to be stopped in their proceedings when they have an 
object before them. If your Highness is disposed to take my proposals 
under consideration ‘and to send trustworthy persons to inquire into 
my stipulations or to negotiate for peace, it must be done without delay. 
In the meantime I continue to do what warfare requires ; if attacked 
I will defend myself, and if not receiving a speedy answer I shall con- 
clude that my proposals have not been accepted, and that the war party 


has triumphed.” 
INDIAN TEAS. 

On the 23rd ult. Dr. Archibald Campbell, late Superintendent of 
Darjeeling, read a paper on this subject at the Society of Arts, Sir 
Louis Malet, C.B., member of the Council of India, in the chair. In 
introducing the lecturer to the meeting, the Chairman observed that 
the subject was of great importance both to England and India, because 
it affected the prospecta of the tea industry in the latter country, and 
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led It had a 
peculiar interest, because there was a system in operation by which a 
very large part of the China teas was adulterated, and which might be 
checked by a supply of pure tea from India. Dr, Campbell said the 
lecture was given in consequence of a recent correspondence in The 
Times relative to the adulteration of China teas and the obstruction to 
the sale of pure Indian teas. His observation led him to believe that 
little was known of the subject in this country, although it was forty 
years since tea was finst discovered in Assam, growing wild, and thirty 
years since it was found in the same state in Cachar. It was very satis- 
factory to be able to state that the Indian authorities had been roused 
to vigorous exertions in providing means of communications between 
the tea-producing districts and the seaboard. Merchants from Thibet, 
Cashmere, and Afghanistan had crossed the Himalayas into India, and 
were carrying off the teas from the factories in the north-west at highly 
remunerative prices, bespeaking all the crop of next year in Kumaon, 
and paying down half the cash in advance. Taking all circumstances 
into consideration, the tea prospects were brighter than the pioneers 
of the great Indian industry could hitherto boast of. The tea crop of 
India was in 1873 about 20,000,000 Ib., of which Darjeeling contributed 
2,600,000, increasing at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum on the land 
actually under tea cultivation—i.e., 14,000 acres. For the present 
year 21,000,000 Ib. could be reckoned on, of which 3,000,000 would be 
from Darjeeling. There were other lands which, when cultivated, 
would increase the supply. Dr. Campbell dwelt upon the quantity of 
spurious and adulterated China teas imported into England, and the 
extent to which pure Indian teas were kept back from the public for 
the purpose of mixing to make them saleable. He said the public were 
not fully alive to the excellence and economy of Indian teas, and con- 
cluded by trusting that the Society of Arts would point out some 
means of protecting the people from the calamity of flooding the country 
with adulterated teas, and of securing for the Indian teas a fair field 
in the English market. A discussion followed, in which Mr. Hyde 
Clarke, General Tremenheere, Mr. Coates, Mr. Rehden, and others took 
part,and the proceedings closed with votes of thanks to the lecturer and 


the chairman. 





THE American Postmaster-General, reports to the Postal Committee 
that the Pacitic Mail Steamship Company, in violating their contract, 
have forfeited the last subsidy granted them of $500,000 a year, and 
that it will be necessary for Congress to re-enact the law granting it 
before they can again be entitled to it. The contract between the 
company and the Post-office Department provides that the company 
shall forfeit 31,000 for the first thirty days, and $2,000 per day for every 
day after, in which the provisions of the contract for increased service 
remain unfulfilled, The contract went into effect on the Ist of last 
October. 

THE committee of management of the Bureau Veritas has just pub- 
lished the list of marine disasters reported during the month of De- 
cember, 1873, concerning all flags, This list gives the following statis- 
tics :—NSailing vessels totally lost, 267, viz., 127 English, 31 German, 
20 Greek, 16 French, 16 Norwegian, 11 Italian, 10 Russian, 9 American, 
6 Danish, 6 Spanish, 4 Dutch, 4 Sweedish. 3 Austrian, 2 Portuguese, 1 
Brazilian, and 1 Turkish. In this number are included 9 sailing vessels 
reported missing. Steamers totally lost, 31, viz. 17 English, 4 French, 
4 Spanish, 2 Swedish, 2 German, 1 American, and 1 Japanese. In this 
number are included 9 steamers reported missing. 

THE Japanese students in the Genoseo Academy, Genesee, New York, 
have left for Japan, having been recalled by the Japanese Government.

The Austro-Hungarian Lloyd’s Steam Navigation Company 
have issued a table of information as to their services, &c. Their 
fleet consists of fifty screw steamers and twenty-two paddle 
steamers, while three additional “Screws” are now building.

CASUALTIES. 

Guascow, 22nd Jan.—A telegram dated Batavia, 20th Jan., 
from the master (Kerr) of the Tamerlane (ship), of Greenock, from 
Yokohama to New York, which stranded on the Alceste reef, Gaspar 
Straits, states that the vessel has got off, and that she will proceed to 
Batavia for repairs as soun as her cargo is landed. 





ImpRoveD CompounD Marine Excines.—The screw steamer Teniers, 
owned by Messrs. Lamport and Holt, which lately completed her cargo 
in the Victoria Docks and sailed for the West Indies, has been fitted 
for her present voyage with new compound engines, upon a plan which 
the owners have had in use for eight or ten years past, but which 
during that period has been subjected to various modifications and 
improvements. As now carried out, it is found to effect so considerable 
a saving of fuel, at the cost only of a comparatively small diminution 
of speed, that it is likely to be generally adopted for steamers from 
which very quick passages are not required. The compound engine 
was first patented by Arthur Woolf, in the year 1804; and he placed 
his two cylinders in a vertical line, one above the other, and worked 
them by asingle crank. Since that time a great many experiments 
have been made in relation to the subject, and almost every conceivable 
combination of cranks and cylinders has been tried ; but the accepted 
type at present is the two-cylinder engine, with the cylinderr placed 
either vertically or side by side. The engines of the Teniers afford, 
perhaps, the latest example of the construction by which economical 
steaming may be accomplished ; and they occupy so much less space 
than those with which she was originally fitted that the change has in 
this way also, as well as in the smaller amount of coal stowage required, 
added considerably to her carrying capacity. They were built for 
Messrs. Lamport and Holt by Messrs. John Jones and Sons, of 
Liverpool. 

A RETURN has just been issued under the authority of M. de Lesseps 
showing the total traffic on the Suez Canal, as well as the amount of 
tonnage and receipts, month by month, during the year 1873, and 
contrasting it with that of the corresponding months of the years 1871 
and 1872. In 1871 the number of ships which passed through the 
Canal was 765, of 761,467 tons, and the receipts were 8,993,732 frs. ; 
in 1872, 1,082 ships, 1,439,169 tons, the receipts being 16,407,591 frs. ; 
while last year the ships had increased to 1,172, the tonnage to 
2,085,032, and the receipts to 22,891,861 frs.
